Fire in Watershed 
Averted by Quick 
Action of Youths 


Through the quick action of two 
Ontario boys a fire that might eas- 
ily have proven disastrous to the 
local watershed was extinguished 
Sunday afternoon at 4 o'clock, it 
was reported by C. C. Tindell of 
the federal forestry lookout sta- 
tion on Red Hill. 

The fire broke out on the east 
bank of the Cucamonga wash just 
outside the federal forestry area 
and about half a mile from the 
mouth of the canyon, and was sub- 
dued by the heroic efforts of the 
two boys after burning over an 
area about 75 feet square. 

There is a heavy growth of very 
dry brush in that district and the 
low humidity prevailing Sunday 
would have been an aid in the 
rapid spread of the fire had it not 
been quickly controlled. With the 
high wind that started early Sun- 
day night a blaze in the foothills 
could easily have developed into 
a@ major fire.
